The greatest sensation of the day was the 
filing of personal assignments by nearly ali 
the parties connected w ith either the bank or 
the defunct firm, inclu ling Gen. G rant and 
President Fish. 
All the assignments except 
President Fish's individual one were made to 
one or another member of the law firm of 
W ork. Davies & MeNarnee, counsel for G rant 
& W ard. 
It was learned, however, th at Mr. W. H. 
Vanderbilt sent for Gen. G rant on Wednes- 
day afternoon. 
The nature of the interview

Ordinance No. 2, which is as follows : 


S e c t i o n I . 
No person or persons shall 
keep within the limits of the city of 
Brainerd a disorderly or ill-governed 
house or place, or a house of ill-fame, or 
place resorted to for the purpose of 
prostitution, 
assignation, 
fornication, 
or for the 
resort of persons of ill- 
uatne, ill-fam e or dishonest conversation, 
or .com m on prostitutes, and no person 
shall procure or suffer to come together 
at such house or place any of the above 
described persons; nor commit nor .suf­ 
fer to be committed in such house or 
place any immoral, lewd, lascivious, im­ 
modest or ether improper conduct or be­ 
havior, or any reveling, rioting or dis­ 
turbance. 
Any person violating the 
provisions or any provision of this sec­ 
tion, shall, upon* conviction thereof be­ 
fore the city justice, he punished by a 
fine not exceeding $1(K), and not less than 
$25, and the cost of prosecution, or im ­ 
prisonment in the county jail far a period 
not exceeding ninety Jays, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment. 
Bkg. 2. 
Any person who shall within 
the limits of the city of Brainerd visit, 
resort to, or frequent or he found in a 
disorderly house or place, o ra house of 
ill-fame, or place resorted to for purposes 
of prostitution, assignation, fornication, 
or for the resort of persons of ill-name, 
or ill-fame, or dishonest conversation or 
common prostitutes, shall, upon convic­ 
tion thereof before the city justice- of 
said city, be punished bv a fine of not less 
than five nor more than ten dollar* and 
the costs of prosecution, or by im prison­ 
ment in the county jail for a period not 
exceeding thirty days, or both such fine 
and imprisonment. 
Sec. 3. 
No person or persons shall 
knowingly let, hire, lease or demise any 
room, house, building or premises w ith­ 
in the limits of the city of Brainerd to 
any person or j>erso«s of ill-name or ill- 
fame, or who are known by common 
reputation to be common prostitute-, or 
the keepers or proprietors of bouses af 
ill-fame, or places resorted to for p u r­ 
pose* af immodest or immoral conduct or 
behavior. 
Any person or persons vio­ 
lating any of the provisions af this sec­ 
tion shall*, upon convict ion thereof before 
Hie city justice of said city, be punished 
by a fine not exceeding one hundred dol­ 
lars nor less than fifty dollars and the 
cost of prosecution, or by imprisonment 
in the county jail not exceeding ninety 
days, or by both snob fine and imprison­ 
ment.

failure of the 3!etropolitan bank liaa 
probably been but partial.

with the day of Jay Cooke& Co.’s failure 
and Black Friday in 1869, this latest panic 
is rather a tame affair, but it shook the’ 
street, and its effects will J>c felt for a 
long time.

Mayor Gardner has issued an order for 
all houses of ill-fame in the city to be 
closed by Saturday, 3Iay 17th. 
Any per­ 
son found keeping or frequenting such 
a place after that date, will be prose­ 
cuted according to the provisions of 
Ordinance No. 2, which is as follows : 


S e c t i o n 1. 
No person or persons shall 
keep within the limits of the city of 
Brainerd a disorderly or ill-governed 
house or place, or a house of ill-fame, or 
place resorted to for the purpose of 
prostitution, 
assignation, 
fornication, 
or for the resort of persons of ill - 
name, ill-fame or dishonest conversation, 
or,com m on prostitutes, and no person 
shall procure or suffer to come together 
at aucli house or place any of the above 
described persons; nor commit nor suf­ 
fer to be committed in such house or 
place any immoral, lewd, lascivious, im­ 
modest or ether improper conduct or be­ 
havior, or any reveling, rioting or dis­ 
turbance. 
Any person violating the 
provisions or any provision of this sec­ 
tion, shall, upon conviction thereof be­ 
fore the city justice, be punished by a 
fine not exceeding $100, and not less than 
$25, and the cost of prosecution, or im­ 
prisonment in the countv jail for a period 
not exceeding ninety days, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment. 
S e c . 2. 
Anv person who shall within 
the limits of tne city of Brainerd visit, 
resort to, or frequent or he found in a 
disorderly house or place, o ra house of 
ill-fame, or place resorted to for purposes 
of prostitution, assignation, fornication, 
or for the resort of persons of ill-nnme, 
or ill-fame, or dishonest conversation or 
common prostitute#, «ball, upon convic­ 
tion thereof before the city justice- of 
said city, be punished by a fine of not less 
than five nor more than ten dollar* and 
the costs of prosecution, or by imprison­ 
ment in the county jail for a period not 
exceeding thirty days, or both such fine 
and imprisonment. 
S ec. 3. 
N o person or persons shall 
knowingly let, hire, lease or demise any 
room, house, building or premises with­ 
in the limita of the city of Brainerd to 
any person or jtersons of ill-namc or ill- 
fame, or who are known by common 
reputation to be common prostitutes, or 
the keepers or proprietors of houses of 
ill-fame, or places resorted to for pur­ 
pose* of immodest or immoral conduct or 
behavior. 
Any person or persons vio­ 
lating any of the provisions of this sec­ 
tion shall, upon conviction thereof before 
the city justice of said city, be punished 
by a fine not exceeding one hundred dol­ 
lars nor less than fifty dollars and the 
cost of prosecution, or by imprisonment 
in the county jail not exceeding ninety 
davs, or by both snch fine and imprison­ 
ment.

an offer of $50,0 X) for the property, 
but lie is informed that it is worth 
at least $60,000, and the owner will 
not accept the offer. 


Startling developments have just 
come to light which show that the 
American and Canadian govern­ 
ments have been 
systematically 
robbed for years by collusion be­ 
tween Indian agents and contrac­ 
tors for supplies for the department. 
Recently a trifling discovery was 
made, and direct charges were made 
against an agent on the Canadian 
side. 
He is now on his way to 
Ottawa to answer to the charges 
against him. 
He says he has 
documents which will prove that a 
gigantic system of swindling the 
American and Canadian govern­ 
ments has been carried on for years 
by* collusion between the agents 
and contractors. 
He makes one 
direct charge, to the effect that an 
American firm well 
known for 
furnishing Indian supplies, induced 
the agents at Benton, Mont., and 
Fort \\ alsh, Canada, to “ stand 
in’, with a piece of jobbery. Three 
hundred cattle were ordered for 
Fort Walsh by the government.— 
fhey were delivered 
at Benton 
first, and a receipt obtained there­ 
for. 
In the night they were pur­ 
posely stampeded across the line 
and seventeen miles northwest to 
Tort Walsh, where a receipt was 
also secured for them. 
The next 
night they were stampeded back 
to Montana arid sold to some deal­ 
er. for $»,500. 
Thus the govern­ 
ment was cheated out of $15,000, 
and the spoils divided. 
The agent 
says the tale of fraud and jobbery 
connected with these departments 
of the public service would till a 
hook. 
The police last year co*t 
Canada 8177,8*25, and the Indians 
in Manitoba and the Northwest, 
$1,027,216. 
He promises further 
developments.

General Crant a C atspaw 


The Grant & Ward disaster in 
New 
York not only ;ruins the 
Grant family financially, but must 
also result in great humiliation to 
the cx-uresident himself. 
What to 
him must be one of the most exas­ 
perating featutes of the failure is 
the use made of him personally to i 
“ raise the wind" in a trying emer- I 
gene}.. 
On Saturday last the firm j 
even then in the throes of biuk* 
ruptcy, induced the general to go j 
to Vanderbilt to borrow m >ney. It 
is not believed that the truth was 
told the general* but Fish and 
Ward used him to ask William H. 
Vanderbilt on Sunday afternoon 
for $150,000. 
Mr. Vanderbilt not j 
only granted the ex-president such ! 
a favor, but at the general's request 
dated his check the day previous 
and 
accepted no other security | 
than Grant & W ard’s check on the I 
Marine Bank, which lie promised 
to hold for a day or two on accomo­ 
dation. 
It was simply an accom­ 
modation loan to tide over a mo­ 
mentary 
difficulty. 
Vanderbilt 
would probably never have granted 
sucli a favor or acceded to such an 
unbusiness like request from any 
person but General Grant. 
For 
him he did it without question, as 
many another would do. 
Vander­ 
bilt held the Grant & Ward check, 
as he had promised, until the very 
day the Marine Bank closed its 
doors. 
Then, of course, it was 
thrown out as worthless. 
One can 
imagine what for a moment must 
have been his opinion of General 
Grant. 
In his anger he sent for the 
general. 
The latter came and as 
the story goes, fully satisfied Van­ 
derbilt that he had no knowledge 
of the firm’s impending failure, and 
agreed to see that the sum was paid 
even if Mrs. Grant had to sacrifice 
her property. 
Undoubtedly, in this particular 
instance, the firm made a dupe of 
General Grant. 
It resorted to the 
use of his personal influence to se­ 
cure a temporary loan from an un­ 
usual quarter, and it did not scru­ 
ple to deceive him and allow him in 
turn to deceive the capitalist from 
whom he borrowed.

“ It should be completed 
to a height never before attained, 
and on it should be placed au 
electric light that 
would illumi­ 
nate the 
whole 
district.”

will be eighty-seven feet higher 
than

Strasburg 
cathedral, 
forty tour-feet higher than that of

—The steamship Titania, 
which has arrived off Father point, has sent 
the following statem ent ashore: “Have on 
board thirty four persons, thirty-three from 
the steamship State of Florida, and two from 
the bark which the Florida ran down in mid- 
ocean. 
The latter two are the captain and a 
sailor of the bark. 
All the others, both on 
the steamship and bark, were drowned.” 
New Y ork, May 7.—It Is now believed 
that fifty-two of the passengers and crew of 
the Btate of Florida have bsen saved—thirty- 
two on board the Titania, and the twenty 
reported to have lieen picked up by a passing 
ship, probably the one which signaled the 
City of Home. 
One hundred and fifteen 
souls went down with the steamer Florida 
and twelve with the bark, making a total 
of 127.

The discovery

of 
large amounts of railroad securities as col­ 
lateral for loaus, and that it had rehy­ 
pothecated them, had

decidedly 
bad 
impression upon the 
stock market, 
and 
caused a sharp decline iu prices. 
The greatest sensation of the day was the 
filing of personal assignments by nearly all 
the parties connected with either the bank or 
the defunct firm, including Gen. Grant and 
President Fish. 
All the assignments except 
President Fish’s individual one were made to 
one or another member of the law firm of 
Work, Davies & McNamee, counsel for Grant 
& Ward. 
It was learned, however, that Mr. W. H. 
Vanderbilt sent for Gen. Grant on Wednes­ 
day afternoon. 
The nature of the interview 
is not known, but it is said that Gen. Grant 
gave Mr. Vanderbilt assurance from Mrs. 
Grant that the check for $150,000 would be 
made good if her private fortune was equal 
to it. 
New Y ork, May 11.—As the examination 
into the affairs of Grant & Ward, and the 
wrecked Marine bauk progresses, their con­ 
dition grows worse, particularly that of the 
former.

The speaker said that it would be found in 
time that millions put in the firm by others 
were lost through these speculations.

The panic on the stock exchange Tues­ 
day w as the most disastrous since 1873.— 
Its approacli has been gradual but cer­ 
tain, and is one ot the fow nnancial 
disasters which have been predicted.— 
The net result of the day was the sus­ 
pension of the Metropolitan bank, the 
failure of seven broker firms, a deprecia­ 
tion of values to the extent ef ten mil­ 
lions, and an advance in money to 3 per 
cent, per diem. 
Of tlic brokers, hut two 
were large houses—those of Hatch *fc 
Foote and O. B. Bogart & Co., and the 
failure of the Metropolitan hank ha* 
probably been but partial. 
As compared 
with the day of Jay Cooke & Co.’s failure 
and Black Friday in 1869, this latest panic 
is rather a tame affair, hut it shook the 
street, and its effects w ill,he felt for a 
long time.

S e c t i o n 1. 
No person or persons shall 
keep within the limits of the city of 
Brainerd a disorderly or ill-governed 
house or place, or a house of ill-faime, or 
place resorted to for the purpose of 
prostitution, 
assignation, 
fornication, 
or for the 
resort of persons of ill- 
uatne, ill-fame or dishonest conversation, 
or,com m on prostitutes, and no person 
shall procure or suffer to come together 
at such house or place any of the above 
described persons ; nor commit nor suf­ 
fer to be committed in such house or 
place ant immoral, lewd, lascivious, im­ 
modest or ether improper conduct or be­ 
havior, or any reveling, rioting or dis­ 
turbance. 
Any person violating the 
provisions or any provision of this sec­ 
tion, shall, upon conviction thereof be­ 
fore the city justice, be punished by a 
fine not exceeding $100, and not less than 
$25, and the cost of prosecution, or im ­ 
prisonment in the county jail fer a period 
not exceeding ninety days, or by both 
■uch fine and imprisonment. 
Sec. 2. 
Any person who shall within 
the limits of the city of Brainerd visit, 
resort to, or frequent or be found in a 
disorderly house or place, o ra house of 
ill-fame, or place resorted to for purposes 
of prostitution, assignation, fornication, 
or for the resort of persons of ili-name, 
or ill-fame, or dishonest conversation or 
common prostitutes, shall, upon convic­ 
tion thereof before the city justice- of 
said city, be punished by a fine of not lens 
than five nor more than ten dollar* and 
the costs of prosecution, or by imprison­ 
ment in the county jail for a period not 
exceeding thirty days, or both such fine 
and imprisonment. 
S e c. 3. 
No person or persons shall 
knowingly let, hire, lease or demise any 
room, house, building or premises w ith­ 
in the limits of the city of Brainerd to 
any person or persons of ill-name or i 11 - 
fame, or who are known by common 
reputation to be common prostitute-, or 
the keepers or proprietors of houses *f 
ill-f«me, or places resorted to for pur­ 
poses ©f immodest or immoral conduct or 
behavior. 
Any person or persons vio­ 
lating any of the provisions of this «ec- 
tion shall, upon conviction thereof before 
the city justice of said city, be punished 
by a fine not exceeding one hundred dol­ 
lars nor less than fifty dollars and the 
cost of prosecution, or by imprisonment 
in the county jail not exceeding ninety 
days, or by both sncli fine and imprison­ 
ment.
